URBAN RETEVELOPMENT AND PUBLIC HOUSING 
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Mr. Louis Danzig, the Executive Director, spoke at the annual 
conference of the New Jersey State League of l'unicipalities in 
Atlantic City on November 31, 1950, abont the coordination of 
public hovsing and urban redevelopment prorra"s, 


He saie that, if public honsing projects are planned in con- 
junction with ro^cvelopuent projects, tho public housing can be 
arranged so as to shicld the private developments from adjacent 
slums and othor nuisances. In addition, the best amenities of the 
site may be used to enhance the velue of the private development 
and comercial facilities for the tenants of tho public housing 
as well as for the tenants of the private development may be made 
part of the private project. In those ways, the attractiveness 
of the private project to investors may be substantially increased, 
Аз а result of this coordination of the two programs, an orca which 
is much larger than would othcrwisc be possible may be rebuilt, 
by combined public and private action. 


Furthermore, according to the Executive Director, not all the 
families in a slum area that is to bo redeveloped will be cligible 
for public housing.

State Housing Authority. The act establishing the State Housing 
Authority was repealed in 19. Іп 1916, however, the State De~ 
partment of Economic Developent was designated to administer the 
state's emergency housing program, 


Local Housing Authorities, The governing body of any city or 
county may create a local housing authority whose arca of operations 
will be that of the parent city or county. (N.J. Laws, 1938,p.65) 
Two or more cities may cooperate in creating a regional housing 
authority. Two or more housing authorities may cooperate in es- 
tablishing joint projects, Local authorities have the necessary > 
powers to provide public housing, including the power of eminent 
domain, and the right io issue bonds, Thoir property and bond issues 
are exempt from taxation, In lieu paymonts may be made which are 
consistent with the 1от®гепф nature of housing projects. (N.J; Laws, 
1917, p.1190) Rentals charged in public housing projects must be 
no higher than necessary to retire debt, establish a debt retirement 
reserve, and pay operation end maintenance costs.
